THE NflWS. 

Our news from iho sent of war lias best) 
gradually beoomiug devoid of excitement as 
the Presidential election approached. Tho 
political ooiitest eeoma to have swallowed up 
the belligerent feelings of both Federal ami 
Confederate ; for on the issue of this groat 
bloodless battle, both parties know that war 
or poaco will depend. While tho people of 
the South are viewing with bated breath the 
political Ihroes of the Northern States, and 
hoping, with all the forvor of a population 
that have tasted in such unmeasured quanti- 
ties tho horrors of a devastating wur, thai 
McClellan will bo tho choico of tho people, 
the anti-slavory parly of the North aro bas- 
ing the success of thoir groat cause, and the 
cause of humanity, howovor paradoxical it 
may appear, on the return of Lincoln, am. 
tho continuation of tha war. In tho moan* 
time, Grant still pushes " on to Richmond." 
He is not advancing so rnpidly lo be sure as 
tho London Times desires ; still li is efforts 
are scarcely slower than those of Wellington 
before St. Sebastian or of tho allies in front 
ot Sehastopol. Hood is ugain throateniuc 
Sherman's communications, and Sherman is 
again forced lo keep hi' troops spread over 
tho long line of railway between Atlanta and 
Chattanooga. There is abundance of rumors iu 
the intelligence of startling operations; but 
thoy may be taken as simply electioneering 
sonaalions. Thoy are not, however, confined to 
Lincoln manufacture ; for we find llio circula- 
tion of false statements about the warso exten- 
sive and so important that Lincoln himself is 
obliged to come forward and declare their un- 
truthfulness. The principal of these sensa- 
tional rumors is that Sherman has evacuated 
Atlanta. On tho other side, we have the 
remarkable piece of strategy attributed to 
Grant of allowing his antagonist to obtain as 
many reinforcements as possible in order that 
a Federal trap might be sprung to catch tho 
whole Confederate army under Lee. The 
authority of this new feature in military 
movements is a Doctor ol Divinity named 
Ron. Apart from thoso novelties, wo Bee 
that tho Oonfoderato ram Albemarle has 
been blown up by a Federal torpedo. The 
Albemarlo was a much dreaded monster of 
the North Carolina waters. 

From England tha news is equally devoid 
of special interest. The telegrams from New 
York announce the death of the Duke ol 
Newcastle, who had been laboring under a 
serious malady for the last nine months. The 
Duke, although a man of no pre-iminent 
ability, ba* nevertheless figured largely in the 
Councils ot the nation. He has filled the 
important position of Secretary of War al a 
critical period of England's history, and prior 
to his recent illnesB was Secretary fer ihe 
Colonies. He was a pa instuking and indus- 
trious minister, and possessed the confidence 
of Her Majesty more than any other British 
■ tatestnan. His loss will, however, be felt 
socially rather than politically. 

THE COUNCIL NOMINATION. 



The nomination of candidates yesterday 
was just as we expected. A number of men 
proceeded to the Police Court with the de- 
termination to have a " lark," and they had 
it. Very few volers wero present, aud the 
political speakers and aspirants were, with u 
few exceptions, a now race altogether. 
Amongst the number nominated were one or 
two men of ordinary fitness ; but we think 
they will, when they come to reflect upon 
their position, follow the example of other 
respectable men, and resign. They know 
that they can do nothing in the Council hut 
put the town to a useless expense and they 
must also he awaie that public opinion has 
set its face strongly against any further mun- 
icipal action until a respectable bill has 
passed the Legislature, If they, therefore, 
desire civic honors or position in the future, 
tbey are t iking the most effectual way lo 
destroy their claims on the public. The 
old Councillors, who wero generally a well- 
selected body of men, hsve shown their self- 
respect and good sen c e by keeping out of 
yesterday's far^e. They know that another 
election will have to take piaco on the passage 
of the new bill, and they have sufficient con- 
fidence in the Assembly to believe that the 
powers which will be given to Ihe Council 
will induce tho best cluss of our citizens to 
take an active interest in owr municipal 
affairs. To thoso of the candidates whose 
vtnity docs not completely carry away iheir 
judgment, and who feel they have cot a re- 
putation to lose, we would advise, for their 
own sake as well as that of the town, lo re- 
trace their steps an speedily as possible, and, 
by allowing the thing to become a failure, us 
it must ultimately, force the Assembly to 
take immediate action on the new bill. 



CHILE. 



Dates are to the 17th ult. 

Business is quiet us usual in September, 
and no feature is noticeable of particular 
mention, Copper prices are firm, although 
large sales have no! been made in Iho fort - 
night. Kor tho month of August largo ship- 
ments of nitrate had been made at full prices, 
and in September a good business has been 
dons. Tho s:ock of Hour in Ihe country iH 
still heavy, notwithstanding recent shipments 
to Australia and New Zealand, and consign- 
ments aro about to lie made ot wheat and 
Hour lo San Francisco, California. 

Thoro has hoen during tho fortnight an un-> 
usually large number "I arrivals, comprising 
teu assorted cargoes from Kurope, nine car- 
goos of English coals, one assorted cargo 
from China, and three from the United Stales. 
A lair proportion of theun have met with 
ready charters at previous rates, say £2 15s. 
4or nitrate and copper. 

Three English vessels havo just been sold 
to owners hero, and will no v sail under the 
Chilean flag, adding 1,488 tons to the national 
tonnage. 

In Congress the question of the subjuga- 
tion of ArauoBnia, and the occupation o! that 
country for Chilean colonization, has received 
much attention, but as yet without solution. 

Pending tome decision or definite course 
of aotiou on tho p .rt ol Peru in her difficulty 
with Spuin, Chile is at a loss to know how 
she may bo callnd n p ail to act. Meantime 
■ex President Mont is sent to Peru as Pleni- 
potentiary irotn Chile, at once to take his 
plrtco in tho proposed South American Con- 
gress, and as ihe representative of his country 
in aiding Pecil, should sho bavo to like 
measures to repel from lior territory the ac- 
tive common enemy of Snulh Americun in- 
dependence.

Dates to Nov. 4. 

New York, Nov. 2. — The Tribune's oor- 
respondeut on the letf. of ihe Army of the 
Potomac, on the 30th, soys; 

The angle a mile and a hnif south and 
west that was acquired on our left by the re- 
cent strategic demonstration, is being strong- 
ly fortified. The army lino on the railroad 
is to be immediately pushed out to iho left 
two or three miles beyond its present termi- 
nus. This oxtnnsion was oasily gained, as 
tho enemy weakened their line at lliat point 
in intercept what seemed lo be a Hank move- 
ment around iheir extreme right. While 
they were massing against the 3rd and 5th 
corps on the extreme loft, tho 9th corps 
shoved in at this point nnd took u line of 
their intrenchmenls, whioh was reversed, and 
now forms our new left angle. Probably 
during tho war there has not been made so 
important an extension of fortified line with 
so liltle lighting. This, like other move- 
ments recently made, demonstrates the 
enemy's growing weakness. 

The Wilmington Journal of the 22d says 
that great preparations aro making fur the 
defence of that place, and all nou-combatauts 
are required to leave.

An exten- 
sive conspiracy was recently brought lo light 
at Raleigh, implicating many prominent ofli- 
cors ol tho conservative party, who now 
openly threaten to head liiese deserters and 
their Iriends, and i*ke possession of the State 
Government ol North Carolina and all rail- 
roads in the event of Governor Vance failing 
lo institute st once a separate State. The 
doctor says that it is now apparent to the re- 
bel authorities that Grant has been affording 
facilities lo Lee to receive reiofoi cements, 
when Grant, bv a sodden spring of his trap, 
will close up the last gap and lorco Lee to 
capitulate. I'his, Governor Vane* thinks, is 
Grant's plan, which has given Jeff. Davi- 
union concern, who is in favor el evacuating 
Virginia, and had repeatedly implored Lee 
lo do so, hnd not incur dio risk of capitulut 
ing with his aimy.

On Sunday morning tho 11th, a maniac 
named Thorling went lo tho South western 
railway, .Waterloo road, London, but was not 
allowed to enter tho train. He was taken 
home by four railway men to Thomas street, 
Stamford street, when he ran up stairs and 
cut his throat from ear to ear. Ho lies at 
the hospital in a hopeless condition. 

A trades' movement for the extension of the 
suflrago will he inaugurated in November 
next by a public demonstration in London, 
at which Mr. Bright is invited to proside. 
In January next a conference of delegates 
Irom the t,ado societies, members of parlia- 
ment, and other persons favorable to an ex- 
tension of the franchise, is to be held in '.he 
metropolis ; and this gathering will, accord- 
ing to present arrangements, he followed by 
a mass meeting under the presidency of Mr. 
Cobden. 

Bemoebent Ships. — The Daih/ Telegraph 
says : The order published in the Gazette 
of the 9lh instant bears upon tho caso ol 
Georgia, supplying an omission in previous 
notices of the same kind, which, while pro- 
hibiting all vessels of belligerent powers from 
equipping, red ling, and so forth, did not for- 
bid their entering our ports for tho purpose 
of being dismantled and sold. The Timet is 
informed that the Government has. declined 
to interfere in the case of tho Georrria, seized 
oil' Lisbon by the Federal frigate Niagara. 

Mr. Farnall's monthly report on the state 
of employment in the cotton manufacturing 
districts was read beforo the Central Com- 
mittee on Tuesday. On the 3d, it was stated 
there was an increaso of 61 In the number 
of the parochially relieved ns compared with 
tho week ending the 6th ol August. The 
report of the Secretary of the Committeo, 
however, showed nu aggregated decrease for 
the month of August ns compared with July. 
The numbar relieved on the li™ tli of August, 
from all sources, was 83,003, The number 
relieved by ihe guardians in August, 18C3, 
wus 134,858. Mr Rawlinson also presented 
a report on tho operation of the Publio 
Works Act in this district. 

A scene lately took place at the hongo of 
Colonel and Lady — — -. in the North. The 
daughter, a very lovely girl, fell in love with 
the I u tor, a Presbyterian clergyman, and so 
far forgot herself as to make kuown to him 
her attachment. In honor bound, nod to the 
credit ol the Scotch clergy he it spoken, he 
reasoned with her, am 1 then, finding argument 
of no avail, went to her father and begged 
for his immediate dismissal. The Colonel 
was astounded, but when upon inquiry the 
truth transpired he wns so struck with the 
young man's deep sense of honor that he 
told him he would givo him an opportunity 
of going to Oxford and taking orders, und 
that upon entering the English Church ho 
would not only give him a living bul his 
daughter also. We understand both parties 
are very happy under so kind and sensible 
an arrangement. — Court Journal. 

Death of Captain Si'i;kk. the African 
Rxfi.oRRR. — The North British Mail oi Sept. 
17 ih. has the following: — Through a woful 
fatality, Capt. Speke, the African explorer, 
has losl his life. He has accidentally shot 
himself. He had gone down to Bath to at- 
tend the meeting of the British As-ooiation 
where his presence was expected with eager 
interest. On Thursday morning ho went out 
to Bboot. In forcing a way through a hedge, 
with his gun upon his arm, the piece was 
touched by the twigs. It exploded, and the 
charge went through his heart, causing in» 
stutilaneous death. Haw strangely sad that 
a man who had seen and done so much, who 
had undergone nnd overcome so many perils 
ol journeyings, of waters, of robbers, should 
come home to end his career thus miserably I 

Muller, ihe presumed murderer of the un- 
fortunate Mr. Briggs, I as arrived in Eugland, 
and in the custody of ins captors, has been 
forwarded lo London, where hn will take his 
trial for the crime with which ho is charged. 
On the voyage ho was cheerful and buoyant, 
and evinced no symptoms of depression at ihe 
serious position in which he stands. He 
knows English sufficiently well lo ho able to 
appreciate Ibe writings of Mr. Charles Dick- 
ens, in the reading of whose works ho passed 
his leisure lime. The officeiS, it is under- 
stood, had no conversation with him on the 
subject of the murder, tho reason of which is 
obvious; but he wns never left alono, and 
hud no opportunity of attempting solf des- 
truction, if he desired it. His countrymen 
in New York seemed at first disposed to re- 
sent his being given up to tho officers who 
had crossed the Atlantic to urrosl him ; but 
tho proofs of his criminality appeared to bo 
so strong, us brought out at tho preliminary 
examination in New York, thul their sym- 
pathy almost disappeared, and ho was con- 
veyed on board the Ktna, in which ho arrived 
without any public disturbance. There -.an 
bo no doubt thai tho general belief, in |£ng- 
land at least, in bis being the nctual nsaassin 
is strong and general — a belief produced 
mainly by the leading articles in tho London 
papers, which havo been constantly ringing 
Ihe changes on tho subject during the last 
two months. Perhaps mis is hardly fair to- 
wards tho presumed offender, and tach arti- 
rdos must tell more or less on the minds of 
the jury who will have to try him j but Muller 
himself is much to blame for thin, [ensmnoh 
an ho lias voluntarily given explanations of 
the means by which ho camo into possossion 
ol the dead man's watch and lint which sot 
truth nnd probnility ul defiance. No grout 
crime has bean oomimltod in this country lor 
a series of years whipli bus exoilod auoh tin* 
divided interest, Indeed, with the oxcoptiq.i 
of the onao of tho murdoror Palmer, thero 
has bceu no parallel to it during the last 
quarter of a century

X the annual Election of Mayor and Council- 
lors is now fast approaching. At the earnest to- 
que.-! of many voters ol the city, I ant again in- 
duced to ofl"er myself as f. candidate lor the May- 
oralty. Having already served you in that capa- 
city tor over two years, aud having staled at the 
las,! Municipal Election that 1 should not again 
ask your BUlTragaa as a candidate for civic honors, 
1 deem it my duty towards you to state my reasons 
for ai;ain allowing myself to be nominated as a 
candidate for ollice. 

At the time of the last election I, in common 
with the Municipal body generally supposed that 
there was sufficient power granted under the ' In- 
corporation Act' to allow the Mayor and Council 
to continue the works then commenced and par- 
tially completed ; and also to make many further 
improvements for the general benefit, such as a 
general sewerage, the grading and macadamizing 
of many streets which the traffic and commerce 
of the public absolutely demand ; the lighting i I 
the principal streets witli gns, and other impor- 
tant improvements which wore then in content, 
plation. Hut tho decision of tho Honble. Chief 
justice in the suit of the "Corporation vs. Ring," 
had the etfect ,: i^udering the Council powerless 
during the past year for any ttiing useful, and 
prevented the carrying out ol any of the numer 
ous improvements intended. During the first 
municipal year the Corporation incurred a liabil- 
ity in the shape of a loan, for the payment ol 
which as yet means have only bs-cn in part pro- 
vided. The proceeds of that loan were expended 
in making streets ; and no doubt you, fellow elec- 
tors, feel with me that the liability thus incurred 
should be promptly nnd faithiully met, and 1 had 
h"ped that during tho past year such measures 
we ulil have been adopted by the Corporation as 
would have placed the repayment of the loan be- 
yond doubt, but owing to the Incorporation Act 
being held to be invalid, such measures were out 
of our power. In consequence of these unlooked 
(or and unforeseen difficulties, I have been unable 
to assist in carrying out those measures which 1 
promised to support when last befoie you, nnd 
have consequently concluded to oiler you my ser- 
vices for another year, contrary to my expecta- 
tion. Had the means been at the disposal of the 
Corporation, doubtless all the important measures 
1 have alluded to would have been carried out, in 
which ease I should not have felt myself at liberty 
to have asked your votes again this" year. 

The members of the Legislature for the city and 
the Government having pledged themselves to 
introduce during the present session ot E'arlii 
mclit such am- ndments to the Incorporutiui AVcl 
as \iill make n a useful lull, I am convinced that 
the next Council will have it in their power to 
render important services to the city; and if you 
do mo the honor to return me, I shall strenu- 
ously endeavor to maintain the credit and 
honor of our City, at the same lime I shall op- 
pose tu the utmosl any excessive taxation or any 
taxation beyond actuul requirements, holdins as 
I do that moderate and equitable t
